A new study suggests teen girls are far 
more likely than boys to engage in dis- 
tracted driving behavior. 

“There’s a remarkable difference be- 
tween boys and girls when it comes to 
distracting driving habits. In almost 
every category we surveyed ... girls are 
more likely to engage in dangerous or 
distracting behaviors by almost 15 per- 
cent,” said Angela Patterson of Bridge- 
stone Americas, which conducted the 
study 

The overwhelming majority of teen 
girls who responded to the study said that 
changing music on car stereos and play- 


ing loud music while driving distracted 
them. Eighty-three percent of teen girls 
also told researchers that having more 
than one passenger in the vehicle caused 
them to lose focus on the road. 

While the majority of teens admitted 
they are most likely to fidget with a radio 
while driving, they see it as less danger- 
ous than other factors causing accidents, 
'leens perceive drunken driving, reading 
text messages and eating while driving, 
as well as having other passengers in the 
car, as the biggest distractions for drivers 
their age. 

Only one-third of teens in the survey 
said they beHeve talking on the phone 


while driving is “very dangerous.” Iwenty 
percent of teens admitted typing the oc- 
casional text message while driving. 

Researchers suggest that for the most 
part, teens appear to be minimizing dis- 
tractions while behind the wheel. 

According to the Insurance Institute 
for Highway Safety, 16 -year-olds have 
higher crash rates than drivers of any oth- 
er age. But there’s a downward trend in 
teen fatalities on the nation’s highways. 
More than 3,400 teens died in motor ve- 
hicle crashes in 2009, but that death toll 
is down 60 percent since 1975, according 
to the safety group. 

One good sign for parents and driv- 


ers sharing the road with teens is that 
the dangers of drinking and driving ap- 
pear to be getting through to teens. Only 
2 percent of females and 3 percent of 
males admitted to having alcohol play 
a part in their risky driving behaviors. 
Ninety-five percent of teens surveyed 
were aware that drinking and driving is 
very dangerous, the highest percentage 
of all the questions asked. 

Transportation Secretary Ray I.a- 
Hood, who has made the issue of dis- 
tracted driving one of his top priorities, 
said, ‘As long as Fm secretary we’re going 
to continue every single day to put an end 
to this deadly problem.”

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Charge: Cyberstalking 



Prosecutors say man 
launched relentless, 
vicious Web attacks

Jichcng ‘^Kcvin” TJu 
was a prolific burglar 
with a mean streak 
who cyberstalked 
anyone who crossed 
him, Cook County 
prosecutors say. 

In retaliation for 
his arrest for the theft 
of a stroller, Liu ran online ads claiming his 
accuser performed acts of prostitution out 
of her Roscoe Village residence, authori- 
ties said* The woman and her husband were 
awakened in the middle of the night several 
times earlier this year by men at their front 
door who thought they had appointments 
for sex. 

Prosecutors said Liu sometimes mistak- 
enly targeted the wrong people, then un- 
leashed a torrent of malicious allegations 
online against them. In one case, wrongly 
thinking another victim caused his arrest, 
he alleged the woman, a nurse at a children's 
hospital, routinely mistreated patients, they 
said. Then posing as a female home buyer on 
the Internet, T.iu accused the nurse’s Realtor 
husband of rape, according to prosecutors* 

Another couple who sold high-end goods 
on eBay on consignment suspected Liu of 
peddling stolen merchandise* When he dis- 
covered they had moved to stop the online 
auction, he flooded consumer websites with 
complaints about their honesty and emailed 
veiled threats about their young child, au- 
thorities alleged* The couple said the alleged 
cyberattacks cost them their online business* 

In sweeping indictments of the 32-year- 
old Liu this month, prosecutors alleged that 
his cyberstalking victims ranged from for- 
mer bosses w 4 io bad fired him years earlier 
to two Chicago police officers who bad ar- 
rested him. 

Prosecutors have allegedly Unked Liu 
to some 90 burglaries in Cook County in 
which more than $500,000 in merchandise 
was stolen. They said Liu would spend days 
casing a particular street, pretending to be 
talking on his cellphone as he walked around 
looking for easy theft opportunities such as 
packages just delivered on front porches. lie 



also used stolen garage door openers— with 
the owner’s address marked on each— to 
burglarize from them time and again, pros- 
ecutors said. 

Authorities said they found stolen mer- 
chandise piled high in Liu’s Lincoln Park 
residence and in at least one 10 -by- 10 -foot 
storage unit he rented. “It was like being in 
an episode oTTIoarders,’ only all of the stuff

was stolen,’’ one investigator said. 

But it was the scope of the alleged cy- 
berstalking that set TJu apart, prosecutors 
said. 

“It’s a whole different b allgame than 
anything we’ve indicted before because 
everything is in cyberspace,” said Assistant 
State’s Atty* John Viahoney a supervisor in 
the special prosecutions bureau, “We’ve 
had to send search warrants for things that 
exist solely on the Internet*” 

Liu, a Chinese national who authorities 
say has been living illegally in the U.S. for a 
decade, faces up to 15 years in prison if con- 
victed on the most serious of the multiple 
counts of cyberstalking, theft and damag- 
ing victims’ businesses.

Jicheng “Kevin” Liu’s alleged victims have 
spent countless frustrating hours trying 
to remove the malicious reviews of their 
businesses and personal conduct from the 
Internet. 

Even though the authors of potentially 
libelous reviews on consumer websites 
can be held responsible in court, the sites 
themselves are protected against defama- 
tion lawsuits under federal law, experts say. 

Sites such as scatnbook.com, ripoff 
report.cotn and ^Ip enjoy this immunity 
under the Communications Decency Act 
of 1996, which doesn’t hold them account- 
able for publishing content provided by 
computer users, who often post their com- 
ments anonymously. 

While operators of these sites may make 
minor edits to the reviews, correcting mis- 
spellings and grammatical errors, they 
don’t have to fact-chcck the content 
the postings, said Evan Brown, a Chicago 
technology lawyer who has represented in- 
dividuals victimized online. 

“For those irrational people who just 
love picking fights on the Web and sa- 
vor the idea of getting a nasty letter from 
somebody’s lawyer ... there will never be 
much that you can do with those kinds 
people, practically, short of filing legal ac- 
tion against them,” Brown said* 

Experts say protecting websites from 
lawsuits over content is crucial to the con- 
tinuing success of the Internet. 

“It would cause tremendous harm to the 
Internet economy if companies have had 
to devote resources to worrying about tak- 
ing down [defamatory] content,” said Jeff 
Hermes, director of the digital media law 
project at Harvard University. “Essentially, 
websites and Internet service providers 
would be responsible for all of the content 
posted by its users.” 

Hermes said that would mean social 
media sites such as Facebook, Twitter or 
Yelp would have to pay staff to review 
millions of posts to determine if any were 
defamatory and opened them to endless 
lawsuits.

Sisters absent during 
disturbing testimony

Jennifer Hudson has sat in the fourth row 
of the courtroom every day for the trial of 
William Balfour, accused of killing Hud- 
son’s mother, brother and nephew— but 
she hasn’t heard every witness testify 
Hudson and her sister Julia, Balfour’s 
ex-wife, have excused themselves from the 
courtroom during potentially disturbing 
testimony 

When court began Wednesday morning, 
Jennifer and Julia weren’t in the courtroom 
as autopsy photos of Jennifer’s y-year-old 


nephew, Julian King, who died of multiple 
gunshot wounds, were shown on a large 
screen. They entered the courtroom after 
testimony by a retired medical examiner 
who performed the autopsy 

The sisters weren’t in the room, either, 
on Tuesday when bloody crime scene pho- 
tos of Hudson’s mother, Darnell Doner- 
son, and her brother Jason Hudson were 
displayed. Instead, Jennifer’s fiance, David 
Otunga, a Harvard law school graduate 
who has been by her side throughout the 
trial, took notes.

Two men were stabbed to death in sepa- 
rate incidents in Chicago in the past week, 
a RedEye analysis of preliminary police 
data found. Stabbings account for about 
10 percent of the 151 homicides recorded in 
Chicago this year as of presstime, RedEye 
data shows. About 6 percent of the homi- 
cides last year were stabbings, according to 
RedEye data. Thirty-three homicides have 
been recorded so far this month. Thirty ho- 
micides were logged in April 2011, according 
to RedEye data.

Court appears to back 
Ariz. immigration iaw 


WASHINGTON The Supreme Court justices, hearing 
arguments Wednesday over Arizona’s tough immi- 
gration law, suggested they were inclined to uphold parts of 
the state’s law, but may well block others. 

The Obama administration lawyer who wanted the 
entire law struck down ran into skeptical questions from 
most of the justices who said they saw no problem with re- 
quiring police officers to check the immigration status of 
people who are stopped. 

But the justices also said they were troubled by parts of 
the Arizona law that made it a state crime for illegal im- 
migrants to not carry documents or seek work. The stop 
and arrest provision has been the most contested part of 
the law. 

Before U.S. Solicitor General Donald Verrilli Jr. could de- 
liver his opening comments, the chief justice in an unusual 
move interrupted to say that “no part of your argument has 
to do with racial or ethnic profiling.” 

Verrilli agreed and said Arizona’s law should be struck 
down because it conflicts with the federal government’s 
“exclusive” power of immigration. 

But he ran into a barrage of skeptical questions, including 
from some of the court’s liberals. Justice Stephen Breyer 
said he did not see why Arizona’s police would violate 
federal immigration law if they simply notified federal

Near the end of the argument. Justice Sonia Sotomayor, 
an Obama appointee, advised Verrilli he needed a stronger 
argument than the ones he delivered.

But the arguments also suggested the court may hand 
down a split decision. Most of the justices, including Chief 
Justice John Roberts, said they were troubled by two parts 
of the Arizona law. One would make it a state crime for 
aliens not to carry documents. A second would make it a 
state crime for illegal aliens to look for work.

Some fans bleed for the Bulls and Black- 
hawks. Literally Like, with their blood. 

For them, it’s not enough to sport the oc- 
casional jersey They need to wear their pride 
every single second, with a tattoo of their fa- 
vorite teams or players immortalized on the 
bodies their mamas gave ’em. 

So who are these most fanatical of fanatics 
who’ve invested hours of their lives, endured 
agonizing pain and spent hundreds— even 
thousands— of dollars on team tattoos? Re- 
dEye talked to two top sports-specializing 
inkslingers— Kyle Berg of Constable Tattoo 
in Plainfield and Nikk Dycha of Krol Body 
Art in Belmont Cragin— to find four folks 
with some of the coolest Bulls and Black- 
hawks body art around. 


DONSTEFFAN 

Don Steffan’s intentions were mod- 


est enough. In 2010, around the 
time the Blackhawks won the Stan- 
ley Cup, the iron foundry machine 
operator from Crystal Lake thought 
he’d get a generic Hawks goalie tat- 
too to cover up a bad-looking angel 
on his right calf 

Two years, 50 hours of ink time 
and some $2,000 later, Steffan’s 
right leg, from ankle to knee, is com- 
pletely covered in Hawks tatts. 
“[The Hawks] have just been a 
part of my life for so long it kind 
of seemed like the right thing to 
do,” said the 28 -year-old Steffan, 
a die-hard fan since he was 6. “I 
like to be able to have something 
that nobody else has. ... It makes 
me feel important.” 

Krol Body Art’s Dycha first con- 
vinced Steffan to make the goalie tat 
a detailed Tony Esposito portrait. 
Next came Stan Mikita. Then a rep- 
lica of the famous photo of Bobby 
Hull with a busted-up nose. The 
leg lineup also includes Glenn Hall, 
three former Hawks goaltenders’ 
masks and a classic Hawks logo. 
Next to be inked is the pit behind 
the knee— the most painful spot for 
a leg tat, Steffan said— where he’s 
considering a Stanley Cup, a portrait 
of famed announcer Pat Foley and 
the old Chicago Stadium and score- 
board. 

The sleeve’s gotten a lot of atten- 
tion from fans ... and even from Es- 
posito himself at a 2011 convention. 

“I was thinking how I could say to 
him, ‘Hey I got you on my leg,’ and 
not sound crazy,” Steffan said. “The 
look on his face, it was so awesome. 

He told me, ‘Tbu’ve got 
to show the rest of 
the guys.’ ”

THE STARTING LINE 
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ERICSCHANDER 


Eric Schander grew up under the most cruel of 
circumstances for a sports fan. 

“My dad raised me a Cubs fan, and my mom 
tried to convert me to a Sox fan,” Schander 
said. “Two baseball teams were shoved at me 
from either direction.” 

But the Bulls and the Bears were always 
there for the 32-year-old Oak Lawn resident 
and car repair shop assistant manager. “Em a 
huge football fan, it’s definitely my No. i sport. 


but the Bulls are my big No. i team,” Schander 
said. 

Two years ago, Schander mixed his passion 
for sports with another obsession— getting 
tattooed. His first tatt was 12 years ago, a logo 
for local alt punk outfit Alkaline Trio. 

“I hate needles. If I have to get a shot. I’ll 
cry,” Schander said. “But after I got it done, a 
week later I wanted another tattoo. Maybe it 
was something in the ink.” 


In summer 2010, Berg of Constable Tattoos 
inked the Bulls head on Schander’s left shoulder 
and the Bears head on his right. Stretched across 
his chest are the words “Chicago’s Finest.” 

Tatt addict that he is, Schander’s considering 
adding NBA trophies behind the Bulls head 
next. 

“They make me so happy,” Schander said. 
“Every day I look in the mirror and see them 
and realize they’re a part of me.” 



AMBER SCHULTZ 


In 2010, Amber Schultz made herself a deal. If 
the Hawks won the Stanley Cup, she’d get a tat- 
too. But not just any Hawks tattoo. The lifelong 
fan would design it herself 

For 45 days after the big win, the 25-year-old 
United Auto Insurance biller labored over her 
design. Her final vision: the Stanley Cup, with 
the Hawks’ founding year inscribed on the base, 
and the years when the team took home the 
Cup stacked on top of each other climbing up 
to the bottom of the bowl, with symbolic feath- 
ers at the top. 

“I’d carry {the design] in my wallet and look 
at it and think, T can’t wait, I can’t wait, I can’t 
wait,’ ” the lifelong Hawks fan and Dunning 
resident said. 

The wait ended in February 2011 when 
Berg inked Schultz’s artwork on her 
left calf 

“It made me so happy to 
see this thing come to 
life, to see the color in 
the feathers, the bold- 
ness of each and ev- 
ery layer on the Cup,” 

Schultz said. “I was like 
a kid at Christmas with 
her favorite toy”

Three Floyds takes the cult 
of craft beer to new levels 


Chicago Tribune 

Nick Floyd was just a dude who wanted to 
start a brewery and in 1996, he did it. Because 
land was cheaper in Northwest Indiana than 
in Chicago, he rented a spot there in an old 
auto garage and went to work as Three Floyds 
Brewing. 

He started with a tiny brewing system, 
threw tons of hops into his beer— it was the 
flavorful stuff he wanted to drink— and per- 
suaded a few Chicago bars to put it on tap. 

Now it’s 16 years later, and Three Floyds in 
truth isn’t that much bigger. While brewer- 
ies of similar age have blanketed the nation. 
Three Floyds distributes only in Chicago, 
Indiana, Milwaukee, Madison, Louisville and 
occasionally Ohio. 

Yet it has been named best brewery in the 
world flve of the past seven years. It is respon- 
sible for one of the biggest annual events in 
craft beer: Saturday’s one-day release of its 
Dark Lord imperial stout, which will draw 
6,000 fanatics from across the nation to erect 
lawn chairs outside the Munster, Ind., brew- 
ery to drink and trade rare beer all day with 
strangers. Tickets for this year’s Dark Lord 
Day sold out in four minutes before appearing 
on resale websites at 10 times the cost. 

Adam Vavrick, beer manager for the Fin- 
ny’s Lincoln Park store, said Three Floyds 


is the only brand of the hundreds he carries 
whose beers are not only not on shelves, but 
are limited to one six-pack per customer. Such 
devotion might be difficult to understand 
for those unfamiliar with what is often called 
“The Cult ofThree Floyds.” 

Floyd acknowledges that the brewery “isn’t 
as big as people think we should be,” and said 
he plans to grow He is working to open a brew 
pub in Chicago “in the near future” located 
“anywhere but the Loop,” and he plans to 
buy a larger, more modern brewing system in 
Munster that will triple Three Floyds’ output. 

But a New Belgium-type expansion into 
another state or a Goose Island-like sale to 
Anheuser-Busch? Not going to happen, Floyd 
said. 

“I don’t want to have 300 employees I can’t 
trust to mash in,” he said. “Guess what? One’s 
going to have to get home to his girlfriend, 
and he’s going to cut the brew short.” 

He also doesn’t want to mess with a formula 
that clearly works. Like Saturday’s Dark Lord 
Day which he actually doesn’t enjoy all that 
much. 

“It’s the most stressful day of the year,” 
Floyd said. “But eventually you get drunk 
enough. By the time you’re {bleeped} up and 
High on Fire is playing onstage, everything is 
OK.”

‘Borderlands 2’ all about the weapons

“Borderlands 2” wants to raise the stakes and 
improve upon its signature art style and out- 
landish weapons while broadening the story 
on the planet of Pandora. 

At a hands-on demo, a pre-alpha build of 
the new title showed off two classes of char- 
acters— one new and one familiar. It also 
demonstrated how the development team at 
Gearbox Software learned and applied les- 
sons from its first title and subsequent down- 
loadable content releases. 

The “Gunzerker” class is all about the 
weapons — the more, the merrier. This tank 
of a character can wield two weapons at once, 
bringing more firepower to fights and dishing 
out the pain. 

The best combinations featured one weap- 
on that could bring rapid fire, but deliver light 
damage, while wielding another that brought 
serious hurt, but took its time to fire. Working 
together, the two different types of weapons 
created a consistent kill zone for creatures — 
no matter how strong or numerous they were. 

The other class available for play was the 
“Siren.” This class was featured in “Border-

lands” and offered phasewalking (turning in- 
tangible) as its special talent. This time, Maya 
the Siren has the ability to trap foes in a force 
field hovering in midair, making them easy 
targets for damage. 

The art style remains the same as in the 
original, with its familiar hand-painted look 
and dark outlines. Gearbox producer Randy 
Varnell said the team wanted to improve what 
it had done to make the characters look great, 
then extend that look to the surrounding en- 
vironment. 

“It’s warmer. It’s almost water-colored 
with those really harsh, dark edges. Just like 
you would see in a comic book,” Varnell said. 
‘A lot of it is drawn right on to the texture 
models themselves. We have a very distinct 
art style and art guide that all of our artists 
adhere to.”

While technology has become part of our dai- 
ly lives in recent years, hotels have not always 
kept pace. 

The lack of hotel tech offerings, particu- 
larly when it comes to Internet access, has be- 
come a common complaint for guests— with 
many objecting to paying a hefty surcharge 
for a service the/d get for the price of a latte 
in a local coffee shop. 

But that looks to be changing, as a new 
generation of hotels embraces technology 
in all aspects from check-in to check-out in 
a deliberate strategy to appeal to tech-sawy 
clientele. 

“Technology is increasingly becoming a 
brand differentiator for hotels and chains 
which want to identify with a certain market,” 
says Katherine Doggrell, editor of Hotel Ana- 
lyst Distribution & Technology 

The type of guest drawn to technology and 
smart design is an attractive demographic to 
target, “not least because they’re equipped to 
spread the word,” says Doggrell. 

Here are three of the latest trends. 



Check-in 

Some hotels in New York and Hong Kong have 
done away with the traditional check-in alto- 
gether. Instead, guests are greeted by a host 
bearing an iPad, which they can use to check in 
over a glass of wine in the lobby. 

Bookings 

Doggrell says that many larger hotel groups, 
such as Starwood Hotels and Resorts, are 
increasingly investing in mobile apps, which 
allow users to find nearby hotels and check 
their room rates. Doing so allows them “not 
only to capture more bookings, particularly in 
the growing last-minute market-but also to re- 
main in contact with their customers,” she says.

Says Doggrell: “Increasingly, technology is less about what hotels provide and more about 
accommodating what consumers bring with them. They want to be able to connect their 
iPads to the existing TV, for example, and watch content they’ve bought with them, rather 
than use the pay-per-view.”
